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Seneite cuts Reagan’s MX program

WASHINGTON - The Senate voted over- 
whelmingly Thursday to cut President 
Reagan's MX missile program In half unless 

the Pentagon finds a new'home for the much- 

debated nuclear weapon. 

The 78-20 vole ended three days of Intense 
negotiations between the White House, Senate 
■ Republicans, and Senate Democrats over a 

Democratlc led plan to scale back the MX 

Drogram in the latest Capitol Hill fight over 


the weapon. 

The plan, accepted by Reagan earlier In the 
day, provides that only 50 MX weapons can be 
deployed In existing Mlnutcman silos In 
Wyoming and Nebraska, rather than the 100 
missiles Reagan wanted In the long-running 
fight over the weapon. 

The scaled-down MX program was thus 
mode part of a bill authorizing Pentagon 
spending lor next year. The House has yet to 
vote on its version, but is considering a limit 
of only 4() MX weapons. 

Serf. Som Nunn, D-Ga., author of the Demo- 


cratic plan to cut MX that would have origi- 
nally limited deployment to only 40 MX 
weapons, said. "1 don't think there Is any. 
question that the president Is making a 
substantial change In his MX program.” ' 
Reagan, In a statement Issued at the White 
House, caltcd the compromise "a biportlsan 
expression of continuing support for our 
strategic modernization program.” 

Reagan says the weapon is needed to 
modernize America's aging land-based nu- 
clear arsenal, but MX critics call the weapon 
vulnerable to a Soviet first strike when It Is 


deployed In stationary silos. 

Under the plan, only 12 MX weapons would 
be built next year Instead of the 48 Reagan 
wanted. Nunn said, and any deployment of the 
MX beyond a total of 50 would be in a new bas- 
ing plan other than the Mlnutcman silos. 

While Nunn's proposal didn't specifically 
propose killing the missile, the Pentagon has 
been unable to come up with an acceptable 
basing plan other than Mlnutcman silos. 

Nunn’s amendment docs not bind Congress 
beyond the next fiscal yc^r, but hb said that If 
no basing plan other Mlnutcman silos is pro-

IFF found in violation of wastewater treatment requirements 

Health and Welfare Board sets new procedures

BOISE - The slate Board of Health and 
Welfare found Idaho Frozen Foods In violation 
of - wastewater treatment requirements 
Thursdoy and mandated stiff new testing and 
reporting procedures. 

■'1 certainly have a feeling that what wc'rc 
doing lb going to be reviewed,'' Board Chair- 
man Archie Service of Pocatello said after the 
new order for the Twin Falls food processor 
was approved without objection. 


Board member David Mead of Twin Falls 
abstained on grounds of a possible conflict of 
Interest. 

Idaho Frozen Food President Lee Odenwald 
said Thursday he look exception to comments 
by board members that 'Idaho Frozen Foods 
was In chronic violation of a Ihrec-ycar-old 
voluntary compliance order. 

The real issue Is that the state has been try- 
ing to change the original compliance agree- 
ment. he said. 

He declined further comment, saying he had 
only heard of the decision through news 


reports and had not yet talked'to the com- 
pany’s attorney lor the case. 

He did not ycl know what the new testing 
and reporting procedures were, he said. 

The board cUecllvcly adopted the findings of 
oi hearing officer In determining that the com- 
pany has been violating terms of a thrcc- 
year-old compliance ordcr.-for its wastewater 
treatment operation. 

The action, based on months of hearings and 
review, came despite persistent claims by of- 
ficials of Idaho Frozen Foods thot there is no 
evidence showing seepage from the com- 


pany’s wastewater treatment facilities con- 
tains chemical levels In excess of those man- 
dated by the original compliance order. 

"1 think there's consideration given here to 
Frozen Foods' position,” said board member 
Russell Webb, noting the new order is more 
liberal than one proposed by the hearing of- 
ficer. "If anything. It dcmoslralcs good faith 
on the parlof the state.” 

Webb argued that an engineering study con- 
ducted at the company's direction clearly 
shows that wastewater from the plant has

west Germany, the Netherlands and Switzerland, 
among others. 

For years the State Department has been pressing 
Congress to increase the punishment for arms-expbrt 
violations to a maximum of 10 years in prison and-or a 
$1 million fine. Rep. Stephen J. Solarz, D-N.Y., has 
proposed an amendment to the foreign-aid bill under 
which any nation illegally acquiring or trying to ac- 
quire material that could be used in making nuclear 
explosives would be cut off from American aid. 

These proposals may need some fine-tuning, but 
there is no excuse for further procrastination.

Hixson also defended the cost of 
cogenerated power, and said that • 
since most contracts are negotiated 
on a fixed basis for 35 years, 
ratepayers arc not affected by Infla- 
tion. Unlike Idaho Power, the 
cogcneraiors cannot go to the public 
utilities commission and ask for a 
rale increase, according to Hixson . 

Also. Hixson said cogeneration con 
be more economical for ratepayers 
since cost overruns cannot be passed 
ontoconsumers- 

With the current power surplus, 
however, cogencroted power Is 
costing Idaho Power customers $8 
million 0 year, Monson said. "Frank- 
ly," he added, "we can expect more 
rate Increases as more sites come on 
line." 

While this, additlonol burden to 
customers puts Independent pro- 
ducers In a bod light, Hixson said that 
an oUen-overiooked facet of 
cogeneration Is the amount of money 
it puts Into the local economy. 

Hixson's company alone has In- 
jected $20 million Into the Twin Falls 
economy In cogeneration projects. 
Using a conservative multiplier of 2 
(>r 3. he sold this amounts to about $60 
million In local business. 

While larger plants can have 
substantial benefits for towns they 
are sited by, Hixson noted that most 
of those supplying Twin Falls have 
been located well outside the area. 

Both Hixson ond Monson agreed, 
that cogenerotors con get their plants 
Into production much faster than the

BOISE (AP) — Idaho motorists planning to travel over the Memo- 
rial Day weekend will find gasoline prices averaging SI. 251 a gallon, 
according to the slate chapter of the American Automobile Associa- 
tion. 

That price Is ncorly 2 cents higher than over the Easier weekend, 
but slightly below the national average and about the same as Me- 
morial Day 1964.

He envisions transmitting a con- 
cert to giant screens throughout the 
world. 

"I'd come up on this big screen 
and sing for the whole planet and 
everybody would react like they did 
at my concerts in Detroit and 
Wheeling (W.Va.) this last 
weekend." Pride said. "No one 
leaves disappointed. Wouldn't that 
be nice?" 

Such global goodwill comes less 
than 20 years after a few country 
music rodio stations in the United 
Stales refused to play his records 
because of his race - Pride Is one 
of the few block country singers.

CANNES. France - "When Father 
Was Away on Business," the second 
feature ever made by a relatively 
unknown 30-ycnr-olil Yugoslav direc- 
tor. won the Golden Palm award 
Monday night as the best film of the 
annual international Ca nne s Film 
I Festival. 

Milos Forman, president of this 
year's Jury, said the choice of the 
Yugoslav film by Emir Kuslurica was 
unanimous. But It still came as 
somewhat of a surprise In a competP' 
Hon that was generally regarded here 
as weak. 

In fact, before the prizes were an- 
nounced, Claire Dcvarrlcux, a critic 
for the Influential Paris newspaper Le 
Monde, wrote that the Jury, If It really 
wanted to keep up the tradition of the 
Golden Palm, would award It to no 
movie this year.

Szabo 
directed and Brandaucr starred In an 
earlier Hungarian movie,

The Cannes prize for best direction 
went to a young French director, An- 
dre Tcchlne, for his movie "Rendez- 
vous."

Grant helps Indians 
to hand down arts 


Boise — The Idaho Commission 
on the Arts received a grant List spr- 
ing from Uic National Endowment 
for the Arts to offer a traditional 
arts apprenticeship for Native 
Americans. The program’s aim Is to 
help Idaho’s Indian communities 
'develop and preserve their tradi- 
tional arts, according to Steve 
Siporln, commission folk arts coor- 
dinator.. 

Siporln says many older Indians 
are very skilled In their traditional 
arts, but often these art forms arc 
nol passed along to younger 
members of the tribes. * 

"Whal these apprenticeships en- 
sure Is that time Is actually set aside 
for an .apprentice to learn the craft 
from llic master." Slporih“sayr 
"ifs important to pass along that 
liurliage to the next generation be- 
fore il's loo late." 

Citing as examples of traditional 
arts, he points to basket making. 


the. Duck Valley Reservation who"^ 
died last summer, she was an expert 
in numerous basketry traditions 
based on the use of willow branches. 

"She often said that the younger 
women were not interested In learn- 
ing the dliflcult, patlcnce-lrylng 
skills involved in making, willow 
baskets and cradlcboards." Siporln 
remembers. "When she died, a 
great ' traditional artist and 
repository of knowledge was lost to 
the tribe and the world." 

Siporln notes that the first appren- 
ticeships in this pilot program will 
be aw.arded In January of 1986, with 
a scconjj round awarded later that , 
summer. He hopes that at least one 
apprenticeship will be awarded on 
each of Idaho's five Indian reserva- 
tions; the Kootenai, Cocur d’Alene, 
Nez I'crce, Duck Valiev and Fort 
Hall.
